Neither:of these organizations have as 
yet attaifled a membership likely to in- 
fluence the political outcome, pending 
definite word from Washington. The 
regular government. troops have been 
increased in number, and. an appropri- 
ation of $5000 has been made to sup- 
ply clothing for volunteer troops, which 
is accepted as an indication that the 
provisional government contemplates 


strengthening its hand as thoroughly

States troops are withdrawn. 


“BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS. 
The uncertainty which prevails as to 
the probable fate of the islands, so far

| Patriotic last week, having for 


its object the avowed purpose of main- 
taining, as far as possible, autonomy of 
the country, shows how opposition to 
annexation grows with delay.

doubt existing in the minds of some of 
the people of the United States as to 
the justness of accepting the proposals 
of the provisional government is hav- 
ing its effect on the minds of native 
Hawaiians, who are naturally prone to 
a change, and it is an open question. 
whether a plebiscite would show any- 
thing like the vote that could have 
been obtained for annexation two 
weeks ago. Even the Royalists openly 
state that public sentiment in the 
United States is changing in their 
tavor through the representations of 
Neumann and Prince David, and they 
give out that the Queen confidently ex- 
pects information by the steamer Aus- 
tralia, arriving here on the 22d inst., 
that ber throne will be restored to her, 
though possibly with a condition at- 


tached that the United States will de- 


clare a protectorate, | 
VARIOUS LEAGUES. 
‘The meetings of the Civil Rights 
League and Patriotic League and Na- 
tive Sons of Hawaii are being reinforced 
by the meetings of those dissatistied 
with the course pursued by the provis- 
ional government in making its appoint- 
ments.” Most all of these meetings 
have been held in secret. such open 
meetings as have been held relating 
more to matters of organization than 
concerning the policy to be pursued. 
The Patriotic League has sent a dele- 


| gation to the other islands to organize 


branches there after the fashion of the

try, and the proposal of a liberal news- 
paper that a republic be established for 
the interim that. it is popularly sup- 
posed will elapse between the present 
time an@that when the United States 
shall have arrived at some conclusion 


| xespecting anteXation, is meeting with 


some favor. It is believed the change 
could be effected by having a vote of 
want of confidence in the Cabinet passed 
by the Advisory Council and accompa- 
nied by an act creating the republic of 
Hawaii. 


* The native Hawaiians might cast a 


large vote for Robert Wilcox for Presi- 
dent, but itis more probable that the 
white politicians of the Royalist party 
would use Wilcox’s expressions of 
friendship for Minister Stevens as a 


weapon ‘against him, and succeed in 


averting the complimentary native vote. 
The whites who would strive for the 
honor of the Presidefcy are beyond 
enumeration in these dispatches, and 
the election would'awaken an interest 
probably never exceeded in the history 
of Hawalian politics.

A FRIEND OF ANNEXATION. 
There is a movement on footto form 


| a political organization in Honolulu 


among the friends of annexation. 
Lists are being circulated about town 
and a large number of supporters ofthe 
provisional government have signified 
their willingness to join the society. 
AS soon as a sufficient number of names 
have been secured a mass-meeting will 
be held. 

One of the most important changes 
which has occurred since the provisional 
government assumed power, is the resig- 
nation of P.C. Jones, Minister of finance, 
which was announced -last evening, 
March 15.. The condition of his health 
is the cause assigned for his resigna- 
tion. The Executive Council has chosen 
T. C. Porter of Spreckels & Co.’s bank 
to succeed Jones. Porter popular, 
and a supporter both of the provisional 
government and of annexation. 

It is rumored that Attorney-General 
W. O. Smith also contemplated resign- 
ing, but he has as yet given no intima- 
tion to that effect. 

JAPANESE PROTECTORATE. 

The plea of Sir Hdwin Arnold for a 
Japanese protectorate over Hawaii has 
again called attention to the danger 
a few shrewd observers have foreseen 
in that direction. chi Volney Ashford, 
who, while not in accord withe the pro- 
visional government, was obliged to 
leave here for the States for advocating 
what the provisional government is 
seeking to bring about; namely, annexa- 
tion, in conversation with an Associated 
Press correspondent, said that Japan 
was a power not to be despised, and he 
was satisfied the officers of the warship 
Nariwa would have made an effort to 
annex or establish a protectorate in the 
islands had they not been forestalled by 
Minister Stevens. 

Gen. A. S. Hartwell also holds that if 
the United States withdraws her pro- 
tection it will force the islands either 
intothe hands of England or Japan. 
‘‘The old condition,” he said,.cannot be 
restored. The local government will 
maintain its authority as long as it can 
and then the proposition made to the 
United States, if rejected by them, will 
have to be made in sheer self-protec- 
tion to Great Britain. On a popular 
vote the twelve to fifteen thousand 
Japanese here would go far toward car- 
rying the islands for their own couptry. 


-Itis stated that the Japanese govern- 


ment is encouraging suits to récover 
from the planters for alleged breaking 
of contracts growing out of the over- 
turning of the Hawaiian monarchy, 
which was one ‘of the parties to the con- 
tracts, but it ig not seen how such suits 
can hold, for the teason that the plant- 
ers are not Fregponsible for the alleged 
breaches; and, seéohdly, they need the 
labor and desire to carry out their con- 
tracts.’’

JAPAN HAS DESIGNS 

upon the islands. He instanced the 
fact that the captain of the Naniwa had 
not called upon the provisional govern- 
ment, and said it was probable that if 
the United States abandoned its pro- 
tectorate thé Japanese would consider 
that no government existed in the 
islands and wonid raise their flag. 
Japanese government officials are un- 
derstood to be profiting through the re- 
munerative labors of their subjects 
here, and another thousand of them 
have left Japan for Hawaii. 

British Minister Wodehouse is on 
friendly terms with the Japanese Com- 
missioner, and it has even been Charged 
that Wodehouse has advised the com- 
missioner astohis policy. In conver- 
sation with a man of unimpeachable in- 
tegrity on Friday last, Wodehouse said: 
“The flag of the United States will 
have tocome down and the Boston’s 
troops be removed,’’ adding that a com- 
missioner would be sent here from the 
United States to investigate the situ- 
ation. Certain other remarks of the 
British Minister have given offense to 
Americans here, who believe he is act- 
ing without instructions from his gov- 
ernment, or, rather, beyond such as he 
may have received. 

_ ISLAND NOTES. 

Edwin Jeffrey, staff engineer of the 
Garnet, died at the Queen’s Hospital 
March 12 from malarial fever, and was 
buried on the following day. 

The Japanese training ship Kongo re- 
turns today to Yokohama. 

The first term ever held of the Su- 
preme Court of the Hawaiian Islands in 
its exclusive appellate capacity will 
open on Moniay next.

The local press has given some atten- 
tion to the organization of the Makoha 
Coffee and Fruit Company. Seven hun- 
dred acres of lund have been secured in 
Mahoka Valley by Mr. James A. Low, 
who proposes to form a joint stock com- 
pany with a capital of $65,000, with 
the privilege of increasing itto $150,- 
000, for the purpose of cultivating 
coffee and fruit. The project is consid- 


| ered an important one for the islands in 
a business way.

A sharp and 
most desperate encounter took place at 
Antlers, at 2:80 this afternoon, and 
for ten minutes a storm of leaden hail 
tell about the town. At that hour 
seventy-eight militiamen suddenly de- 
ployed from the woods and charged 
on the residence of Dick Locke, the 
leader of 
opened fire upon it. Locke saw them 
coming and barely got into the house, 
when the fusilade began. 

Locke, with five men, returned the 
fire froth'an upper story: Fully fifteen 
hundred shots were fired. Every win- 
dow was shot out and the walls perfo- 
rated like a sieve. : 

STRAY. BULLETS FELL FAR AND WIDE, 
and terror and consternation preyailed 
throughout the little town. 

Every one was uneasy, and no one 
knew who was safe, with four score of 
half-drunken, infuriated Indians armed 
to the teeth and with the smell of blood 
in their nostrils. Minutes seemed hours, 
and every heart went out to Locke, his 
wife and little children, who were 
cooped up in their home, which was 
being riddled with Winchester balls. 

The attack was a surprise to every 
one, coming as it did. All believed and 
hoped the matter had been settled, or 
soon would be. 

At daylight this morning, militia un- 
der command of Capt. Kev Durant, 
went to Locke’s house and insisted 
upon searching it. He was not at 
home, but in the mountains, -Word was 
conveye@ to Locke, and in company 
with his son and eight others, he went 
home to see what had occurred, as he 
feared violence would be done his 
family. He reached here about 10 
o'clock. . 

PEACE OVERTURES.. - 

This morning United States Commis- 
sioner Kirkpatrick, Assistant United 
States Attorney Lee and Judge Durant, 
a leading ‘Jones man, went to the mili- 
tia camp at Davenport, three miles 
north of Antlers, and had a long con-. 
sultation with Capts. Durant and 
Thompson and Judge Dukes, a Jones 
leader. The Government officials ex- 
plained to them the position the United 
States occupied. If Locke attacked 
Durant, who was a United States dep- 
uty, Locke’s entire party would be held 
to answer in the United States Court 
for attacking him; and, if they at- 
tacked Locke, they would be held, be- 
cause he had served the United States 
as a posse man and guard. They 
wanted to kuow if they had a process 
for any man that Locke had. After 
much dickering they said they hada 
process for Willis Jones, who had been 
indicted for complicity in killing five 
Jones men, at Wilburton last fall. They 
said they wanted the others, but had no 
papers for them, ahd if he were deliy- 
ered to them it would all be well. 

EVERYBODY SEEMED PLEASED 
and the militiaman were taking things 
easy, and no one suspected any spirit 
of war. 


The party returned to Antlers, ar- 
riving there at 11 o'clock, when a 
meeting was had with Locke, at which 
Commissioner at 
Antlers was present. Locke prepared 
a written proposition to Capt. Durant, 
setting forth the same facts in regard 
tothe laws of the Choctaw Nation as 
he announced in his ultimatum vester- 
day, and saying that in the interest of 
all concerned and. to prevent further 
trouble, if the militiamen would have a 
warrant legally issued by the proper 
process, he would assist in every way 
in the arrest of such offenders. ene 
party started for the militia camp at 
p.m., accompanied, by Judge 
They had gone about three hundred 
vards when they met an advance 
party of twenty, who had picked up 
two of Locke’s scouts and disarmed 
them. This party was headed by Judge 
Duke. An effort was made to talk with 
him by United States Commissioner 
Gibbons and Judge Durant, but he 
would not hear them. They asked 
him to wait for the arrival of Capt. 
Thompson, who was commanding the 
militia, Capt, Durant having been 
called away. Duke would do nothing,

at the head of the militia, and away 
they went right upto Locke’s honse. 
Locke asked them to allow his 
wife and children and two men and 
children in the Methodist parsonage 
time to get out of the way. A report of 
Winchesters wasthe only reply. Mrs. 
Locke went out of her house into the 
street and denounced Duke and his fol- 
lowers as cowardly brutes and murder- 
ers, and crossed to the parsonage to as- 
sure Mr. Halland his wife that they 
(Lockes) would not fire upon their 
home, behind which the attacking party 
had taken refuge. Meanwhile, Uapt. 
Thompson came up, and, in company 
with Commissioner Gibbons, went to 
his men and begged them to stop firing.

and while Gibbons stood outside and 
commanded peace, Thompson assured 
himself that no man wanted by the 
militia was harbored by Locke. His 
men then ceased firing. Kirkpatrick 
and Lee telegraphed the Marshal at 
Paris to send a strong foree, as they 
had warrants for the militia. After a 
parley, the militia left town and ‘went 
a mile north of town into camp. °°

DEATH OF GEN. KIRBY SMITH. 


The Confederttté General Passes Peace- 
fully Away. 

SEwANER (Tenn.,) March 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.} Gen. E. Kirby 
Smith, professor of mathematics in the 
University of the South since 1875, 
died here this afternoon. Fortwo years

weeks ago he was taken ill in New Or- 
leans, and congestion of the lungs, 
which followed, carried him off. Once 
or twice during temporary periods of 
semi-consciousness of the past two 
days, his mind wandered through past 
scenes and he ordered batteries to come 
up. Early this morning he became: 
totally unconscious. His end*was very 
peaceful. His wife and six of his 
family were with him. Gen. Smith 
was born at St. Augustine, Fia., 
March 16, 1824. With him closes 
the list of. full generals on* both 
sides during the late war. He 
came from an illustrious family of sol- 


diers that have participated with dis- | 


tinctionin every war waged in s 
country since the old French war 
grandfather served both againg 
French and the British, being major in 
the revoluticnary war. Hisfather was 
a colonel in the war of 1812 and after- 
ward United States Judge of the Super- 
ior Court of Florida.

Two Notable Rulings. 

Some Eastern newspapers are trying 
to play the demagogue over the recent 
decision of Judge Ricks of the United 
States Circuit Court at Toledo, as they 
formerly played it with reference to 
the Homestead strike. One, for ex- 
ample, de¢lares that Judge Ricks’s 
order is ‘‘another Dred Scott decision, 
which isto deny to labor any rights 
that monopoly is bound to respect; to 
yield this point means the enslavement 
of labor.’’ 

This, the Cincinnati Times-Star says, 
is preposterous nonsense, and it thus 
gives the true character of the order: 

The facts inthe Ann Arbor case are 
briefly as follows: After the locomotive 
engineers on the Ann Arbor road struck, 
Chief Arthur of the brotherhood or- 
dered a boycott upon the business of 
the road, and the employés of the other 
roads running through Toledo refused 
tohandle the cars of the Ann Arbor. 
An injunction was applied for by the 
Ann Arbor Company and granted by 
the United States Circuit Court. This 
injunction was disobeyed, and several 
engineers and firemen of the Lake Shore 
road are now on trial forcontempt. In 
addressing the employés when they ap- 
peared before him to show cause why 
they should not be attached for con- 
tempt, Judge Ricks clearly explained 
why an injunction had beenissued. He 
said that while the court did not 


assume the power to compel. em- 
pleyés to continue their service 
to their -employers against their 


will, it could and did undertake to com- 
pel them to perform their whole duty 
while such relations continued. That is,

gested that the only safe way to obviate 
trouble was to quit the service of their 
employer if they did not intend to ob- 
serve the orders of the courtas made 
and which were binding upon them 
while their service continued. ‘This 
you havea right to do,” said he; ‘‘but 
if you continue in that employment this 
court will expect you todo your full 
duty to your employer and tothe public, 

and to observe the orders which have 
been made inthis case.” The injunc- 
tion as explained is not only just 
but an obvious necessity. It does not 


}infringe upon any privilege that can be 


fairly claimed by any lahor..organiza-— 
tion. It is held, in that the Lake 
Shore employés cannot discriminate 
against the cars of the Ann Arbor Road, 

for they are under obligation to handle 
the cars of that road, as well as of all 
other roads, while they continue in the 
employ of the company. If they are 
not willing to handle the cars of the 
Ann Arbor, they should quit the service 
of the Lake Shore. While in that ser- 
vice'.they must perform their whole 
duty to their employer and tothe public, 

An order of this kind is a long way 
from subordinating the principles of 
humanity to human laws, as was the 
case with the Dred Scott decision. 

The position taken by Judge Ricks is 
very properiy supported by a ruling 
made last Saturday by Judge Billings 
of the United States Circuit Court at 
New Orleans, that the act of an amal- 
gamated association of labor organiza- 
tions in declaring a strike was illegal. 
Judge Billings found such proceeding a 
violation of an act of Congress to pre- 
vent combinations in restraint of trade. 
It is true that this law was designed 
originally to prevent an abuse of capi- 
talistic power ia the combination of 
railroads, but the principle involved is 
so broad that it reaches af abiise of 
power by labor organizations as well. In 
fact, trades pnionism, with its policy of 
conspiracy, wir and. boycott, has 
been infringing so many of the funda- 
mental prindiples of law and constitu- 
tutional rig that the issue has only 
to be made i& any fearless and unbiased 
tribunal to ‘bring it up with a short 
turh on any number of counts. That 
the action of Jabor organizations in de- 
‘claring strikes and boycotts is a combi- 
nation to restrain and interfere with 
the natural course of trade is so appar-

The suggestion 
that it.was a comet is hardly tenable at 
all, unless we can assume thatitisa 
captive comet. drawn from its inter- 
planetary orbit by the earth’s attrac- 
tion. If it had moved from east to west 
instead of from south to north, some 
theorist might set up the claim that the 
earth has acquired another satellite, 
but a satellite moving around the earth 
in a meridianal plane is not ta be 
thought of according to accepted astro- 
nomical theories. It must have been a 
meteor.

Sudden Death of J.C. MoFariand, of the 


~Golden West 011 Company. 
The friends of J.C, McFarland, sec- 
retary and a heavy stockholdet of the 


Golden West Oil Company of this city, 


were shocked yesterday morning to 
learn of his sudden death, which oc- 
curred at 10:80 a.m. at his residence, 
No. 423 -West -Twenty-third street. 
Mr. McFarland rose ‘yesterday morning 
apparently as well as usual, having 
nt, however, a somewhat restless 
night, in consequence of a chronic 
asthmatic affection which had troubled 
him for years.

A special meeting of the City Council was 
held yesterday evening, when specifications 
were adopted for the paving with asphal- 
tum of the business portions of Colorado 
street, Raymond and Fair Oaks avenues. 
The specifications aré carefully drawn, 
covering every detail, and if they are lived 
up to by. the contractors, Pasadena will 
have some of the best paved streets in the 
‘country. 

‘The specifications provide, among other 
things, that the work shall be done in sec- 
‘tions one block.in length to extend longi- 
‘tudinally from the intersection of one cross 
‘streetto the next intersection andto be 
‘one-half the width of the roadbed, except 
where street car lines occupy the center of 
‘the street, in which case the work will be 

regulated so as not to interfere with traffic. 
mae matter of grading is entered into at 

ength. Wherever a muddy substance is 
encountered it must be removed and re- 
placed by good clean gravel; all refined 
asphaltum used shall be equal in quality 
to the best ‘Standard’ asphaltum, of a 
uniform standard of purity and shall be en- 
tirely free from mixture with any of the 
products of coal tar. Lae 

Specific instructions are laid down as to 
the style of sand, carbonate of lime and as- 
phaltic cement that are to be used. The 
pavement will consist, first, of a bed of as- 

_phalt concretc five inches in thickness and 
compdsed of the following materials: Seven 
pounds of asphalt, 80 per cert pure; forty 
pounds of sand and fifty-three pounds of 
gravel or broken. rock. The top of this 
concrete base will be two inches befow the 
finished surface. Upon this sub-stratum of 
concrete will be placed the wearing surface, 

hich will be composed of asphalt cement, 

‘2 to 15 per cent. ; Sand, 70 to 83 per cent.; 
pulverized carbonate of lime, 5 to 15 per 
cent. Asmall amount of hydraulic cement 
will then be spread over the surface, and 
the final compression will be effected by a 
mammoth steam roller. 

The above will convey some idea of the 
kind of pavement which the Council pro- 
poses to secure for the city. Bids will he 
advertised for atonce for the work. It 
‘will be threé weeks before these can be 
opened and before awarding the contract. 
The property-owners must be allowed thirt 
days in which to agree to take the work o 
the contractors’ hands, if they be so 
thinded. Two months more at least will be 
required to carry the undertaking through 
to completion, so that at best it will be
